Striking Idea And Design 
Offered For City’s Entry 
In Rose Tournament 

WA NTBD—A New Year's bride 
and groom. 

Two designs for the Wistaria 
Town’s entry in the New Year’s 
Rose Tournament are under con¬ 
sideration. One calls for an ap¬ 
pearance on the float of a Sier¬ 
ra Madre couple married on the 
morning of the first day of 1939. 

If there is a reasonable pros¬ 
pect that a pair of Sierra Mad- 
reans will be married on New 
Year’s morning and wil consider 
riding on the gorgeous float in 
prospect, there is no question but 
that this design will be accepted 
at an early meeting of the float 
committee, members of which are 
prying around inquiring into the 
possibilities. 

What a hand this pair would 
get in the great pageant! 

As outlined by its author, Al¬ 
fred J. Dewey, who is now work¬ 
ing on models of both designs, 
the one just referred to is a 
striking thing. Both designs call 
for the same colors, white 
(candytuft), blue (cornflowers), 
and lemon yellow (calendula). 
Each would require about the 
same number of blooms plenty 
of them, for the committee is 
going out for another first prize. 

Waverly Pratt, chairman of the 
1939 float committee, reports 
that he has received an encourag¬ 
ing number of assurances from 
local residents either that they 
have seed in the ground or that 
about the 15th of this month they 
wil have young plants growing. 

"Either of the designs under 
consideration will require ap¬ 
proximately the same number of 
flowers as the ’Girl of the Gold¬ 
en West,’ our prize winning en¬ 
try in the last tournament," Mr. 
Dewey Informed the NEWS yes¬ 
terday.

Dog- Quarantine To 
Remain In Effect 
Indefinitely 

The dog quarantine requiring 
canines appearing on the streets 
and highways to be on leash will 
remain in effect indefinitely, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. J. L. Pomeroy, 
county health officer, who pointed 
out yesterday that the quarantine 
was not effective just for a six 
month period, but to continue 
until lifted. 

"The only condition under 
which I will recommend lifting 
of the quarantine is when the 
County and City of Los Angeles, 
and tlie various other smaller 
I cities, pass a regular ordinance 
' letiuiring that dogs be kept on 
leashes on the streets and other 
I public places,” Dr. Pomeroy de- 
, dared. 

lie h.as recommended, however, 
that the ordinance be so adopted 
as to enable enforcement to be 
excepted in ranch areas, forest 
reserves and scarcely populated 
districts where there are not 
more than five homes within a 
' radius of one-quarter mile. 

Public Poker Games 
Can’t Happen Here 
Officials Insist 

City attorneys in practically 
every town in the San Gabriel 
Valley have been called upon for 
opinions as to whether the old 
American game of draw poker is 
a legal pasttime in Cali.'ornla, 
whether it is ju.st plain gambling 
j and whether the law and city or- 
' dinances permit the operation of 
“legalized” poker games or rooms. 

Opening of poker rooms In El 
Monte sanctioned by the au¬ 
thorities who claim to have dls- 
■ covered no law that puts the ban 
on poker started this fuss. Op- 
eritors of the concessions in the 
valley city have advertl-ed their 
poker games extensively and are 
' drawing big houses from sur- 
! rounding communities. 

"It can't happen here,” .Sierra 
Madre offitials insist, though 
they are not so sure the state 
law places any restrictions on 
draw poker. If this Is found to 
he true and the city does not 
have an ordinance that would 
outlaw the game or at least Its 
public operation. City Attorney 
Dunn will undoubtedly be instruc¬ 
ted to draw one. Pasadena has a 
very strict anti-gambling ordin¬ 
ance; so has Azu.sa. Claremont 
and half a dozen other valley 
citie.-!. Officials of those that do 
not have are frantically inquiring 
into the matter.

The President’s Labor Day 
speech at Denton, Maryland, was 
true to form and about what we 
might expect. He vigorously de¬ 
fended his right to dictate in 
state elections, and no such right 
exists, either in law or ethics. 
The American people will answer 
his argument on that question In 
November. He soft-pedaled his 
attack on Senator Tydings, be¬ 
cause he is sh rewed enough to 
recognize the possible need of an 
alibi later on. The “we planned 
it that way” continues to bob up 
to plague him. No President has 
ever had so much need for 
adroitness and shiftiness as Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

If Senator Tydings wins, as 
seems most likely now, Mr. Roose¬ 
velt and Mr. Farley will doubt¬ 
less manage to face about and 
claim they contributed to the 
happy result. The President went 
to great length to express the 
difference between liberalism and 
conservatism, claiming of course 
that he and his crowd are the 
only true liberals, and it would 
be a national disaster not to con¬ 
tinue them in power. Mr. Roose¬ 
velt persoistently damns every 
questioner of his policies and his 
methods as stone-age reaction¬ 
aries. He Insists that the Repub¬ 
lican "party is interested in noth¬ 
ing more than reducing taxes and 
piling up profits for a few fa¬ 
vored rich men, and exalting 
property rights. 

By indirection, — and not so 
very indirect at that—he sug- 
jests that, if the Republican 
party returns to power they 
would junk all social service and 
social security legislation, do 
nothing for unemployment, stop 
relief and WPA and look out 
for the big shots only, allowing

iDog Quarantine To 
Remain In Effect 
Indefinitely 

The dog quarantine requiring 
canines appearing on the streets 
and highways to be on leash will 
remain in effect Indefinitely, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. J. L. Pomeroy, 
county health officer, who pointed 
out ye.sterday that the quarantine 
was not effective Just for a six 
month period, but to continue 
until lifted. 

“The only condition under 
which I will recommend lifting 
of the quarantine Is when the 
County and City of Los Angeles, 
and the various other smaller 
cities, pass a regular ordinance 
requiring that dogs be kept on 
leashes on the streets and other 
public places," Dr. Pomeroy de¬ 
clared. 

He has recommended, however, 
that the ordinance be so adopted 
as to enable enforcement to be 
excepted in ranch areas, forest 
reserves and scarcely populated 
districts where there are not 
more than five homes within a 
radius of one-quarter mile.
